“Remember he is trying to learn, 
in the only way he can, so his ques- 
tions should be answered. Hhe should 
be given opportunities to learn, to 
secure a basis of knowledge essential 
to his future mental development. If 
the child is to develop ncrmally his 
curiosity must be kept alive. 

“A fourth trait is the collecting 
to the hoarding 
instinct of animals. Now one thing, 
now another, is collected: stamps, 
marbles, bits of cloth, dishes, birds’ 
eggs, and many other things. Un- 
doubtedly imitation plays a part in 
the collecting, as there is “style” in 
it, just as in clothes or manners. It 
is a normal tendency and can be 
utilized at home and in school. If 
allowed to develop abnormally it 
occasionally produced a miser, 

“All children seem to possess the 
instinct of workmanship, the desire 
to make or create things. It is the 
basis of manual arts work and other 


forms of construction that make a 
strong appeal to ‘motor-minded’ 
children, It may combine with 


curiosity, expressing itself in tear- 
ing things apart. Ecept in cases of 
anger, distruction is not willful, an 
expression of meanness. It is usually 
the result of curiosity and the desire 
to handle things. 

“The play instinct and such traits 
as rivalry and emulation are also 
important in the life of the child, and 
continue after maturity.

The 
only danger is that the child’s  de- 
velopment may become arrested in 
this stage, not pass through it as 
children normally do. It is a perfect- 
ly normal thing for aechild to exag- 
gerate, to tell what is not true.

Fruit juice is more easily extract- 
ed when heating. With juicy fruit, 


keep it from burning onto the kettle. | 
should be cooked slowly, and! 
crushed with a wooden masher while | 
simmering. When it is cooked, pour | 
it into a flannelette jelly bag which 
has been wrung out of hot water. Do! 
net squeeze the pulp, but let the 
juice drain through into an enamel 
pan. | 
A second or third extraction can be 
taken from the pulp by adding cold 
water to the mass and bringing it 
slowly to the boiling point. These! 
extractions can be worked into a 
jelly, but tests should be made to be 
sure there is enough pectin. It is 
well to boil it down until it is about 
the same pectin content as in the first 
extraction. 

If the fruit is one of those less 
juicy, as apples and quinces, it should 
be cleaned and cut into small pieces; 
covered with water (2 pints to every 
pound of apples), cooked until tender, 
then extracted as in the case of other 
fruits. 


SHORTENING 
Lard, crisco, or any shortening, 
ought to be kept cool in summer and 
in a warmer place in winter, so that 
it will be soft enough to round up 
egg-shaped on a spoon, not run or| 
lump.

The march west began from that 

point. The force was striking for 
| old Fort Whoop-up, which the guides 
|had said was at the junction of the 
| Belly and the Bow rivers, a spot 
‘about 70 miles east of the present 
|city of Lethbridge. The guides knew 
\little of the country, however, for 
{when the force reached the junction 
of these two rivers, there was noth- 
ing, not a stick nor stone of habita- 
tion nor sign of human being. The 
force then struck south-westward in- 
to the Sweetgrass hills on the borders 
of Montana, where they camped, 
while Col. French and _ Lieut-Col. 
Macleod went on to Fort Benton, in 
Montana. 

By this time the force had been 
split, one troop going northward to 
old Fort Edmonton. In this troop 
was the late Major-General Sir Sam 
Steele, and the late Major Griesbach, 
father of Major-General the Hon. W. 
A. Greisbach, Edmonton _ senator. 
These two stalwarts of the old force 
were then wearing sergeant’s stripes. 

Col. French eventually went back 
to Winnipeg, with one of the troops, 
while Col. Macleod, assistant commis- 
sioner, and Capt. Denny, then inspect- 
or, took up the march with their troop 
|of 150 men to locate the new fort on 
;the Old Man River. They found Fort 
Whoop-up to be located at the junction 
of the St. Mary’s and Old Man rivers, 
below Macleod. They proceeded on up 
{the Old Man river, and one evening 
early in October, four months after 
leaving Toronto, they came upon the 
spot they selected as ideal for the 
/establishment of their first post. They 


—- |named the new fort Macleod after 
| their commanding officer. 
| Many interesting facts of those 
{early days are obtainable from the 


|diary of Capt. Sir Cecil Denny, who 
| perhaps figured more in the early his- 
tory of Fort Macleod, and the southern 
|country, than almost any other officer. 
; Capt. Denny was no baronet in those 
|days, merely a highly-strung, adven- 
ture-seeking young Irishman, who had 
{obtained his commission with the new 
| force, He succeeded to his title only 
| three years ago, on the death of his 
| brother, the fifth baronet, in England 
| Capt. Denny, as has been stated, is 
ithe only surviving commissioned officer 


of the original first troor of the 
mounties that established Fort Mac- 
jleed. In 1875 Fort Calgary was 


jestablished, Capt. Denny also is the 
jonly surviving mounted police officer 
to have signed the famous treaty with 
the Indians in 1885. For years, be-

sides his duties in the force, he acted 
as Indian agent in the southern 
country, displaying outstanding ability 
in dealing with the Indians. 


For his services in this capacity, and 
particularly for his notable achieve- 
ment in saving an Indian war when 
Sitting Bull came over from Montana 
and attempted to stir things up, Capt. 
Denny was personally thanked by the 
government at Ottawa, Sir John A. 
Macdonald making a speech of thanks 
in the house of commons. Later, 
Queen Victoria conveyed to Chief 
Crowfoot, of the Blackfeet, through 
Capt. Denny, her thanks for the 
loyalty of the Blackfeet to the empire. 

“The Blackfeet never gave us much 
trouble,” says Capt.Denny, “they were 
always loyal to us, and in fact helped 
us many times in our fight against the 
whiskey smugglers.” 

The ambitious plan of commemorat- 
ing the establishment of the first 
mounted police post, and the achieve- 
ments of the old force, has been tackl- 
ed with energy by the townspeople of 
Macleod, with whom the mounted 
police veterans association is co- 
operating. Thousands of visitors from 


western Canada and the western 
states are expected to be present at 
the pageants, which are to be of such 
an unusual nature. The old days of 
the northwest will be recalled in true 
pioneer style, and the old-timers are 
looking forward to the occasion as a 
time for the re-living of old scenes 
the telling of old tales.
